A riot call was turned in last night,

Havana, Oct. 26.—Carry ing out fur­ 
ther the policy under which the arms 
surrendered by the insurgents have 
been 
destroy ed, orders have been 
given that a great quantity of arms, 
the accumulation of the last forty 
y ears, now stored in the casemates of 
Morro Castle here, be thrown from 
tho battlements of the castle into the 
sea. 
This work is being done by the 
present garrison of Morro Castle, un­ 
der the supervision of American offi­ 
cers. 
Most of the guns are of obso­ 
lete pattern. 
About 10.000 stands of 
arms are thus to be rendered useless. 
It is intended to do away with similar 
accumunitions of arms in all the other 
fortresses of the island. This destruc­ 
tion of weapons is entirely a precau­ 
tionary measure. 
Two duels in which three of the 
combatants received injuries which 
disabled them, were fought in Havana 
last 
evening.

More Accomplished at Last Session 


Than In Years 
Before. 


LAW S OF 
IMPORTANCE 
PASSED 


Big Rally and Torch Light Parade

Senator 
Hemenway 
said 
in 
the 
course of a speech recently delivered 
at Crawfordsvilie: 


"Bryan says one must judge a polit­ 
ical party by what It has done. This 
is the rule that we desire to apply. 
What has the Republican party done? 
Does our friend Bryan find anything 
in the administration of Abraham Lin­ 
coln to criticise? 
He was a Republi­ 
can president and his administration 
was a Republican administration. 
"In 1866, at the close of the war, 
we found the nation in debt $2,400,- 
000,000. 
We found our imports far 
exceeding our exports; we found the 
per capita wealth of our people less 
than $600. 
After twenty-seven years 
of Republican rule, we found our 
great national debt reduced to $585,- 
000,000. 
There had not been a year 
from 1866 to 1802 that we did not take 
in more money than we paid out. Our 
per capita wealth had increased to 
over $1,000, and In 1802 our exports 
exceeded our imports $300,000 
In 
place of our sending money abroad, 
the be lance of the world contributed 
$300,000 in gold to the people of the 
United States. 
"It is useless to enumerate the leg­ 
islation enacted from 1866 to 1892. 
The Republican party is responsible 
for it all, for while Cleveland was 
president four years, during this time 
the Republican party controlled one 
branch of congress. 
Work of Last Congress. 
The legislation that the Republican 
party has been enacting for the last 
forty years has for the most part be­ 
come the seasoned and well-tried law 
of the land, and it is accepted by all 
citizens as necessary to our national 
well-being, but every law that was en­ 
acted was met by opposition and crit­ 
icism. 
No public man has ever been 
criticised so severely as was Lincoln. 
But the criticism of the great Repub­ 
lican presidents and the measure^&d- 
vocated by them has long since faded 
away, and we know the nation ia bet­ 
ter because they lived. 
Today, how­ 
ever. we meet the same old opposition 
and hear the same character of crit­ 
icism. but we gladly meet the issue 
and stand both on our past and pres­ 
ent record. The Republican party not 
only has a glorious past, but it also 
has a glorious present. 
We point 
with pride not only to what we have 
done, but to what we are doing now. 
The congress Just closed 
enacted 
more laws of public benefit than any 
other for the last fifty years, but we 
hear the opposition going over the 
country objecting to the work of the 
Republican party, criticising our hon­ 
est efforts to legislate for the public 
good, and asking that the government 
be turned over to them. 


Railw ay Rate Bill. 
"It has been said by the opposition 
that the rate bill has no legs to stand 
on. The answer to this can be found 
in the bill itself. 
Most of the criti­ 
cism of this bill comes from a lack of 
knowledge of its^ provisions, 
"There is no doubt that after the 
rate bill has been in operation and 
the courts have passed upon its dif­ 
ferent phases, such amendments to 
the bill as are found necessary will 
be made, if the Republican party is 
continued in power. 
"The pure food bill, the alcohol bill, 
the meat inspection bill, the naturali­ 
zation bill and other legislation of 
the last c ongress has been discussed 
and approved by the people of the 
United States, and they are so thor­ 
oughly familiar wdth the provisions of 
these bills that It is not necessary 
to enter into a general discussion of 
all the benefits to be derived from 
their enactment into law 
"There never was a time in our 
country’s history when we were not 
confronted by great and important 
questions that had to be met. 
No 
progressive nation can exist without 
meeting and solving these problems. 
As great national questions are met 
and solved other questions arise in 
their place, and the test of a party’s 
fitness to he trusted with new prob­ 
lems is the wav in which that party 
has handled these questions in the 
past 
We hear considerable discus­ 
sion today about revision of the tariff. 


Tariff Question. 
"The most prosperous periods In 
our country’s history have been under 
the protective tariff system, and any­ 
one who studies our country*« history 
can readily see that in times of great 
prosperity in the United States we 
nave been operating under a protec­ 
tive tariff. 
“This was clearly demonstrated in 
1892, when for the first time since 
1860 the Democratic party secured 


complete control of the government 
and enacted a tariff for revenue only, 
or a free trade bill which resulted in 
closing the factories and turning an 
army of laborers into an army of 
tramps, and in bringing upon the 
country one of the most disastrous 
panics we have ever known. 
"In 1896 there seemed to be some! 
doubt in the minds of the people as 
to whether or not the change in tariff 
schedules 
had 
brought 
about 
the 
changed conditions, or whether it was 
due to some other cause. 
"The Democratic party, under the* 
leadership of Bryan, waged a cam­ 
paign that came dangerously near 
succeeding, on the theory that it was 
the money question and the adoption 
of the gold standard that was respon­ 
sible for conditions and not the tariff 
schedules. 
"The country was almost evenly 
divided on the question, but decided 
in favor of McKinley and the protec­ 
tive tariff, which was immediately fol­ 
lowed by the enactment of the Ding- j 
ley protective tariff bill. and. before 
the bill was enacted into law. imme­ 
diately after the country had the as­ 
surance of the Republican adminis­ 
tration, conditions began to change. 
Dingley Bill and Gold Standard. 
"After the Dingley bill went into 
operation the factories began to open, 
labor was given employment and the 
country became more prosperous than 
it had ever been before in its history. 
"Then followed, under the leader­ 
ship of the sound money league organ­ 
ized at Indianapolis, aided by Hugh 
Hanna, its president, and the Hon. 
Jesse Overstreet, who led the fight in 
# 
the house of representatives, the en­ 
actment by congress of the gold stan­ 
dard into law. and from that day to 
this the prosperity of the people of 
the United States has been the won­ 
der of the world. 
"Under the Democratic administra­ 
tion we had the greatest panic the 
country had ever seen; under the Re­ 
publican administration we have had 
the greatest prosperity the country 
has ever known. Does not this result 
demonstrate to the people that it was 
the change in tariff schedules that 
resulted in the hard times under the, 
Cleveland administration and the op­ 
eration of the protective tariff that 
changed conditions and brought pros­ 
perity again? 
"We were practically operating un­ 
der the gold standard during the 
Cleveland administration, but in or­ 
der that there should be no doubt 
that our government stood for the 
best standard—the almost universal 
standard of the world—we passed 
legislation that put the question be 
yond doubt. 
"Almost ten years have gone by 
since the Dingley tariff law was en­ 
acted. 
Many changes have taken 
place. 
Industries that were then 
struggling are now firmly establish 
ed, and the time will soon come when 
certain tariff schedules will have to 
be revised. Do you want to trust the 
Democratic party to make the change, 
or Is it better for the people of the 
country to rely upon the wisdom and 
statesmanship of the Republican party 
to meet this condition?

many 
years 
different

gresses tried to enact legislation that 
would result in the construction of an 
isthmian ranai, but it was left to a 
Republican congress, under the lead­ 
ership of Theodore Roosevelt and 
Marcus A, Hanna, to enact legislation 
that will result in the construction 
of the Panama canal. 
“Many difficulties had to be over­ 
come before the legislation could be 
enacted, and after it was enacted a 
South American republic undertook to 
hold us up and exact unreasonable 
sums of money from our government 
before granting to us the right-of-way,

Norfolk, Va., O ct 26.—Counting the 
m inutes which seem ed to them to b e 
b ut few interv ening b etw een them 
and death, b ruised, b leeding, hunger­ 
ing and athirst, fiv e men adrift cm a 
b it of w reckage off the Florida coast 
saw one of their com panions whoae 
sufferings had driv en him mad. throw 
him self into the sea to death, and not 
long afterw ard a ship which was com­ 
ing sav ed their liv es. 
The fiv e surv iv ors of one of the 
greatest tragedies which has ev er oc­ 
curred on this coast w ere landed here

Griev es com m anding, 
which arriv ed for b unker*coaI, b eing 
en route from New O rleans to R otter­ 
dam.

Fla.; Gus Johnson of 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Ben Clarke of Som er­ 
v ille, M ass.; A b ner Bell of Klssime, 
Fla., and John Cam pb ell of Philadel­ 
phia. 
They with ab out 145 others were 
constructing a concrete v iaduct for 
the

railw ay 
through the Florida keys, and were 
ab oard houseb oat No. 4. which lay 
anchored off the coast on the night of 
Oct. 17. 
The great hurricane which 
sw ept ov er the coast struck the house­ 
b oat ab out 1 o’clock on the m orning 
of Oct. 18, and No. 4 b roke adrift. The 
houseb oat soon afterw ard foundered 
and all of the 150 men ab oard were 
throw n Into the sea.
